Sovereign of Roumanian Gypsies Ar- 
rives in State at the Encampment 
Situated Near Venice, Tl. 


A real Queen is reigning over her sub- 
jects nuw, within sight of the smoke of St. 
Louls, and they, on bended knee, are pay- 
ing her homage. Right royally was she re- 
ceived at her coming, and right regally !s 
she carrying out the part of queen owe &. 
And her subjects are more than glad to 
see her, and delighted to acknowledge her 
absolute sway. 

A gypsy queen, this one fs, and her king- 
dom is as large as the paths that man 
roams through. Her nation is a scattered, 
wandering one, but it has many people, and 
her sway over them is unquestioned. Her 
name is Leah Stanley; she is young and 
pretty; she comes of a long line of gypsy 
royalty—a line which they believe goes 
back to the ancient Pharoahs of Egypt. 

fhe camp of Roumanian gypsies near Ven- 
fcea, DTll., was thrown into a flutter a few 
days ago. when it was announced that 
Queen eah was on the way to visit It. 
At once committees were named to secure 
provisions and liquors—especially the lat- 
ter—for a huge feast, and outposts were 
stationed on all roads, to watch for her 
wazon—for she travels only by caravan. 

A fine list of contributions Was secured, 
Including half a dozen fat porkers and all 
these were prepared, in festive style 
against the coming of the queen. 

Soon after noon Friday, the pickets re- 
ported the arrival of Her Majesty. At 
once the camp lined up to see the royal 
wagen pass. As it came up the road all 
bowed their heads, and most of them went 
down on their knees in the mud. Then they 
fell into line behind the royal equippage and 
marched to the piace of stoppage. 

To the accompaniment of a musical 
stringed instrument, played by an attache 
of the Queen, the rear doors of her car- 
avan Were thrown open and Her Majesty 
walked out of the Wagon and shook hands 
with the encampment léader, who took her 
proffered hand on bended knees. Each 
adult member of the band then :passed in 
review before her. To each she courtesied 
a nod of recognition and approval. After the 
formalities of her reception she changed 
her royal robe for a dress and mingled per- 
sOnally with her delighted subjects.

TWO COMPLAINTS ARE FILED. 


Supreme Oourt Justice Offended, an 
Ambassador Aggrieved and the 
President and Hay Worried.

The question of Governmental indorsement and aid of the 
Fair cannot possibly suggest partisan differences or advan- 
tages. Men of all parties approve of the kind of expansion 
embodied in the Louisiana Purchase.

The two articles in the Sunday Post-Dispatch on woman's 
achievements during the nineteenth century by Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe and Miss Susan B. Anthony deserve careful read- 
ing by every friend of woman’s cause. 

The progress is measured from the time when Frances 
Wright was denounced as unfeminine and improper for speak- 
ing in public, to the day when in a Western State a woman 
was sworn in as a member of the Legislature.

Now, as Mrs. Howe 
points out, the three learned professions are open to them, 
scientific education for children is largely in their hands, 
colleges for women are numerous and liberally endowed and 
they are taking active part in commerce and trade. Quite as 
remarkable is the improvement in the legal status of women, 
whose property and personal rights, which were in a rudimen- 
tary condition at the beginning of the century are now well 
developed and secured by the law.

Kid McCoy is charged with giving -his 
friends the “double cross’ in his recent 
fight with Peter Manner. 

At léasi that is the story going the rounds 
in St. Leuls sporting circles. 

“The ortginal tntention,” sall a leading 
St. Louts sport on Friday alternvon, “was 
lur McCoy ® friends to back Ikm ail over 
‘the country aud then for han lay 
down. 

“The pian was for MocCos'‘s frieixnis to bet 
all the money they could rake and scrape 
together on Maher and then to have Me-~ 
Coy lore. Later, of cuurse, they were to 
divide thelr winnings with MoCoy,.” 

“Why Gidn't the scheme go through; 

“Simply for the reason that Mevoy's 
friends could not get any one to bet against 
fim. One young St. Louis brewer (the 
HAme was given) wus seat $400 from New 
York. He was told to bet ht on Maher at 
eny reasonable oddGs, Hie went out wiih 
the money but could only bet 
Hie left $254. of the money With 
maker on Elghth street, with orders 
place it on Maher, but the bookie could pot 
get any one to take that end. The #@ame 
Man was tried all ever the country, but 
allied to work. 

“The delay at the ring side was due to 
this fact: McCoy, finding that Jt would not 
i'pay him to tay down and that the big end 
of the purse would be much more than 
any sum he could get. out of a “barney,’’ 
declared he was going in to winif he could, 
As soon as his friends heard this they 
went in and hedged what little money they 
had bet. The delay was brought about by 
McCoy simply to give them time to get 
their money on. The row over the’ gloves, 
the purse and all that sort of thing, all of 
which McCoy was to blame for, was engi- 
neered simply to gain time and to give Mc- 
Coy’s friends a chance to hedge the'r 
money. 

“On the morning before the fight the be'- 
ting was 10 to 60 on Maher.

In each case large sums of money were 
gent here to bet on the fight, and itn each 
case the thieves falled to profit by thelr 
undertaking. The other attempt was made 
in the Corbett-Sharkeyv fight. One of Cor- 
bett’'s seconds ended tt by jumoving tIn the 
ring and forcing the referee, Honest: John 
Kelly. to declare the fight In favor of 
Sharkey. But Kelly at the same time 
fooled the thieves by declaring that he 
did not ike the looks of the affair and de- 
clared all bets off.
